1S80 that Mr. P a rry moved to this 
city, l h 1 had been a traveling sale-- 
man for a Cincinnati ha rd wa re finn 
for three years before 
coming 
to 
this city, 
lie remained here for a 
few years, 
running 
a 
hardware 
-torc. until 1882. when ho sold Iii - 
interests. 
lie had made arrange­ 
ments to go to South America in 
that year as a salesman for agricul­ 
tural implements, hut the death of 
his wife, who was survived by two 
little 
daughters, 
caused 
him 
to 
abandon 
this 
venture. 
Ile 
then 
bought a small 
carriage 
shop 
in 
Rushville, where he 
continued 
in 
hu-iness on a modest scale for two 
year- and 1886 removed to Indiana­ 
polis. 
Here ho rented a part of the 
old Woodbu r ii - S a ven wheel 
works 
and began the manufacture of ve­ 
hicles and farm implements, meet­ 
ing with success from the start. Ile 
began operations with forty persons 
on the pay roll and a- 
the 
years 
went on this number 
increased to 
about two thousand four hundred 
persons, and its product of light­ 
weight vehicles came to he known 
nearly all over the world. 


ATr. P arry was horn in Allegheny 
county, 
Pennsylvania, 
Pittsburg, 
March 22. 1852. 


David M. P a rry was about nine 
months old at the time of tho family 
removal from Pennsylvania to Indi­ 
ana. 
Ile passed his youth on the 
home farm near Laurel. 
At tile age 
of sixteen he left the farm and be­ 
en me a clerk in a general store in 
Laurel at the wage of $10 a month, 
out of which he paid his “own hoard 
and keep.” Eighteen months later he 
went to Lawrenceburg, where 
for 
two years 
he was 
clerk in a dry 
goods store. 


In 1872 he went to Columbus City, 
In., where he passed a few months as 
clerk in a store conducted by his 
brother, Edward, who is now a resi­ 
dent of Indianapolis and who is the 
eldest of the family of five children: 
David was the second 
in order of 
birt Ii; 
Jennie is the widow of O. P. 
Griffith, and lives in Indianapolis; 


T h o m a s ll. and St. Clair Parry, well 
known manufacturers, also live in 
Indianapolis. 


From Iowa, David M. P a rry went 
to New York City, where for 
one 
year he was bookkeeper for the New 
York Enamel Paint Company. 
After 
this he was employed as a salesman 
in the wholesale dry goods house of 
Oherliolser & Keeper until 1873, when 
he returned to Indiana and moved to 
Connersville, where he and his broth­ 
er Edward engaged in the hardware 
business, the requisite capital having 
been provided by the father.

ed until the end of the war.

such action for no other reason than 
as a peace measure.

test and in many instances the po­ 
lice have simply refused to protect

Wilson-Underwood Law 


opened wide our 
doors to foreign 


products: the European conflict pre- 
vents the foreign producer from tak- 
ing 
advantage of the 
opportunity 


thus given. That is the real reason 
for the present business spurt, plus 
the war orders which this country is 
receiving. 


The proper comparison of present 


business conditions is not with the 
immediate past, but with those con- 
ditions which 
existed before 
the 


Democrats came into power. For this 
purpose, the two years of 1012 and 
1914 afford an excellent barometer, 
as they are the last years of the 
Republican management of the na- 
tion and the first full year of Dem- 
ocratic control. 


Business failures in 1912 were 14,- 


000 in number, with total liabilities 
of less than $200.000.00(1; 
failures 


in 391-1. 17.000. with 
liabilities of 


nearly !?-JOO,000,000. The year 1914 
was one of the most 
disappointing 


ever experienced by promoters of now 
enterprises. 
Incorporations of new 


business fell off nearlyone-half from 
the liirures of 1(112. and the issue of 
new securities decreased in like ra- 
tio. 


Fisfiircs received from a variety of 


industries throughout the country in- 
dicate that about three million em- 
ployees in 
the manufacturing 
and 


mechanical industries of the United 
Stales were out of work in 1914 who 
were engaged in profitable employ- 
ment on July 1. 1032. 
If ibis same 


percentage were applied to other em- 
ployments outside of agriculture, the 
number of unemployed, agriculture 
excluded, would amount to over six 
millions, as compared with the figures 
of 1912. 


The railroad receipts and prosper- 


ity alwavs mirror well the business 
activity 
of the 
country. 
Railway 


construction in 1914 was the small- 
est in more than twenty years, with 
the single exception of 1895, and 
was only one-half of that of 1911, 
During 1914. twenty-two railroads 
went into the hands of the receivers, 
as against thirteen in 1912. In 1914, 
railroads were sold under foreclo- 
sure with a mileage of 1,500 miles 
and bonds and stocks amounting to 
$S:!.000.000. In 1912, the railroads 
sold under foreclosure represented 
700 miles and $20,000,000 in bonds 
and stocks.

present outlook.

And it is next to impossible to have 
decent sport when chili presidents 
wink at their players capers on' the 
field by paying all fines imposed on 
them. 


Sometimes when fines are paid by 


the clubs the money is deducted from 
the player's salary, but many clubs 
conveniently forget to subtract the 
fine money on pay day. 
This has 


practically given players a license t" 
sot u]) their own rules of conduct on 
the hall field, for when the money 
does not come out of his pocket the 
average player don't care who he 
talks to. 


The new stand taken by the Nat- 


ional League on the fine paying pro- 
position is equally welcome by the 
baseball public as it is by umpires 
who are tired of being nagged.
